OBITUARY. 


FRIEDERICK    CARL    MILLER 

Was  bora  at  Hamburg,  Germany,  June  23d,  1846.     Died  at  Wilmington, 
N.  ('.,  July  29th,  1893. 

Dr.  Miller  was  forty- seven  years  of  age  and  was  born  in  Hamburg,  Ger- 
many.    He  read  medicine  in  Hamburg  and  intended  to  practice  as  a 

physician,  but  subsequently  decided  to  practice  pharmacy.  He  came  to 
the  United  States  twenty-two  years  ago,  having  landed  at  Charleston, 
S.  C,  as  hospital  steward  on  a  German  vessel.  He  came  to  Wilmington 
in  1870,  ami  in  1X77  embarked  in  the  apothecary  business  at  Fourth  and 
Nun  streets.  Since  then  he  has  been  interested  in  other  drug  stores  in 
the  city,  and  in  other  enterprises.  He  was  a  skillful  and  successful  drug- 
gist, a  man  highly  respected  among  all  classes.  He  was  liberal  and 
charitable,  and  the  distressed  had  no  more  ready  sympathizer  than  lie. 

Several  years  after  coming  to  Wilmington  Dr.  Miller  married  Miss 
Annie  Tienken,  daughter  of  the  late  Clans  Tienken,  and  she  and  five 
children  survive  him.  He  was  a  member  of  St.  Paul's  Evangelical 
Lutheran  Church,  and  lias  also  served  as  a  member  of  the  council  of  that 
congregation. 

His  death  was  caused  from  Bright's  disease,  complicated  with  heart 
trouble. 

He  became  a  member  of  our  Association  at  its  first  annual  meeting  in 
1880. 
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FIRST    SESSION. 

Greensboro,  N.  C,  August  9,  1893. 

The  North  Carolina  Pharmaceutical  Association  assem- 
bled in  the  Chamber  of  Commerce  Hall,  and  at  11  o'clock 
a.  m.  was  called  to  order  by  its  President,  Henry  R.  ('hears. 
of  Plymouth. 

Prayer  was  offered  by  Rev.  J.  Henry  Smith,  I).  D.,  of  the 
Presbyterian  Church. 

The  roll  having  been  called  by  the  Secretary,  and  tinding 
thai  there  was  a  quorum  present,  the  President  announced 
the  Association  duly  organized  and  ready  for  the  transac- 
tion of  business. 

.Mr.  A.  M.  Scales,  of  this  place,  was  introduced  by  the 
President,  and  delivered  the  following  address  of  welcome: 

i/,-.  President,  Gentlemen: 

To  me  has  fallen  the  pleasant  duty  of  welcoming  you,  members  of  the 
Pharmaceutical  Association  of  North  <  'arolina,  to  our  "City  of  flowers." 
We  always  stand  with  open  arms  to  welcome  our  friends  from  sister  cities, 
hut  we  derive  peculiar  satisfaction  from  having  you  to-day  in  our  midst, 
forwe  realize  the  importanceof  your  profession, and  we  note  with  inter- 
est your  every  step  forward.  In  organization  there  is  strength,  and  the 
convention  is  the  life  of  the  organization.  Hence  it  is  that  werejoiceto 
see  you  to-day  in  convention  assembled,  and  we  watch  with  gratification 
your  proceedings.  We  often  feel  that  our  live-  are  in  your  hands,  for 
we  know  that  a  single  mistake  will  cause  us  death,  hut  so  great  is  our 
confidence  in  your  skill,  care  ami  ability  that  we  have  no  fear  whatever 
of  any  evil  result. 
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I  will  not  now  detain  yon  longer  from  yonr  labors,  but  in  behalf  of 
the  Mayor  of  this  city,  and  of  the  druggists  and  citizens  of  GreensborOj 
1  wish  to  extend  to  you  the  freedom  of  the  city  and  a  most  hearty  wel- 
come, wishing  for  yon  a  successful  session  and  a  pleasant  stay  among  ns. 

Mr.  J.  Hal.  Bobbitt,  of  Raleigh,  responded  to  this  address 
W  the  following  words: 

Mr.  A.  M.  Scales: 

My  Dear  Sir: — I  thank  you,  on  behalf  of  this  Association,  for  the  kind 
greeting  and  eloquent  words  of  welcome  to  which  we  have  just  listened. 
Indeed,  sir,  such  a  reception  and  such  cordiality  as  you  have  extended  is 
gratifying  in  the  extreme,  and  is  abundant  assurance  of  a  pleasant  stay 
while  in  your  beautiful  city. 

Eight  years  have  elapsed  since  we  held  our  annual  conclave  here,  and 
the  recollection  of  that  meeting  has  been  a  bright  spot  in  the  memory  of 
those  whose  good  fortune  it  was  to  lie  present. 

We  have  held  our  meetings  in  nearly  ad  the  principal  cities  of  North 
Carolina,  having  traversed  the  entire  length  and  breadth  of  the  State; 
we  have  been  permitted  to  view  the  picturesque  scenery  of  our  lofty  and 
magnificent  mountains,  and  have  been  fanned  and  soothed  by  the  exhil- 
arating breezes  of  the  sea,  and  within  sound  of  the  breakers  as  they 
were  dashed  into  spray  upon  the  Atlantic  coast;  but  nowhere,  sir,  did 
we  enjoy  ourselves  more  completely  than  here  in  this  fertile  Piedmont 
section,  where  culture,  refinement  and  educational  attainments  character- 
ize your  people. 

Tis  here  that  institutions  of  learning  have  been  planted  and  have  flour- 
ished. The  location  of  the  Industrial  and  Normal  School  in  Greensboro 
was  propitious  by  reason  of  the  surroundings  and  the  many  natural 
advantages  it  enjoys.  Xo  nobler  nor  more  laudable  effort  was  ever  fos- 
tered in  the  State  than  this  manifestation  of  the  appreciation  of  our 
fair  and  noble  women,  and  the  North  Carolina  Pharmaceutical  Associa- 
tion is  proud  co  announce  that  we  have  one  colleague  of  the  fair  sex 
within  our  ranks,  licensed  by  our  State  Board. 

(  rreensboro  to-day  presents  marked  si,<ms  of  improvement,  and  has  the 
appearance  of  a  busy  mercantile  "city,  with  her  paved  streets,  splendid 
system  of  water-works,  solid  banking  institutions  and  unsurpassed  rail- 
road facilities.  It  has  not  lost  one  iota  of  its  beauty,  which,  long  ago, 
won  for  her  the  title  of  the  "City  of  Flowers,"  and  I  may  add,  without 
fear  of  being  dubbed  sentimental,  that  she  well  sustains  the  reputation 
of  being  a  city  of  beautiful  and  handsome  women. 

It  was  upon  yonder  Guilford  battle-field  that  your  heroes  of  Revolu- 
tionary fame  fought  and  achieved  a  victory  that  will  be  recorded  in  the 
archives  of  generations  to  come. 
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Winston  was  the  place  selected  for  this  meeting,  but  dire  calamity  so 
intervened  thai  sin-  could  not  offer  us  the  accommodations  she  would 
have  liked  tn  proffer,  and  hence  Greensboro,  being  the  charitable  sister 
city  that  she  is,  opened  \\  ide  her  portals  and  bade  us  welcome. 

We  thank  you  for  the  honorable  mention  you  make  of  us  as  a  profes- 
sion. Forourpart  we  have  nothing  to  offer  in  praise  of  our  life-work, 
attended  with  its  long  hours  of  close  confinement,  other  than  that  we 
find  a  certain  pleasureand  delight  in  the  pursuit  of  scientific  discoveries 
and  for  the  sake  of  the  amelioration  of  the  sufferings  of  society. 

It  is  with  especial  pride  that  I  mention  the  appointment  of  one  of  our 
members  as  one  of  the  judges  of  a  wan  Ion  chemical  exhibits  at  the  Chicago 
Exposition.  I  refertoMr.  William  Simpson,  of  Raleigh,  whose  presence 
we  will  greatly  miss  on  this  occasion.  He  has  regularly  attended  the 
meetings  since  th<  organization  of  this  Association,  of  which  he  is  a  char- 
ter member,  having  been  one  of  iis  progenitors  just  thirteen  years  ago. 

Again  I  thank  you  personally,  and  on  behalf  of  every  member  of  this 
Association,  for  the  graceful  and  friendly  greeting  which  we  have  received, 
and  in  return  permit  me  to  assure  you  thai  it  would  he  a  pleasure  to  us 
to  have  as  many  of  your  citizens  attend  our  sessions  as  may  find  it 
convenient  to  do  so. 

We  w  ill  go  hence,  and  in  after  years  the  pleasure  of  this  trip  to  ( ircciis- 
boro  will  not  he  forgotten  by  us. 

The  chair  was  vacated  to  the  First  Vice-President,  Mr. 
X.  D.  Fetzer,  and  the  President  proceeded  t<>  read  Ids  annual 
report  as  follows:

After  migrating  from  place  to  place  for  eight  years  we  are  permitted 
to  assemble  a  second  time  in  this  beautiful  historical  city,  so  appropri- 
ately called  the  "  ( !ity  of  Flowers,"  and  widely  famed  for  the  refinement, 
culture  and  generous  hospitality  of  her  citizens. 

Our  sixth  annual  meeting  here  in  1885  was  largely  attended,  interest- 
in-,  pleasant  and  profitable,  and  all  w  ho  were  SO  fortunate  as  to  be  pres- 
ent  will  ever  remember  it  as  one  of  the  brightest  spots  in  our  pilgrimage 
of  existence. 

since  my  election  to  the  ollice  of  I'resident  of  our  Association  my 
health,  which  was  then  poor,  became  SO  had  I  was  compelled  to  give  up 
the  e\ery-da\   use  of  the  mortar  and    pestle  and  follow  a    vocation  not  so 

confining.  I  find  words  poor  vehicles  for  conveying  my  regrets  at  hav- 
ing to  retire  from  the  active  pursuit  of  that  calling  in  which  I  am  so 
deeply  interested,  and  to  \\  hich  I  have  for  many  years  devoted  my  hest 
energies,  and  to  partially  sever  the  close  relationship  1  have  enjoyed  in 
our  Association  since  becoming  a  member,

After  accepting  a  position  that  suited  my  health  but  required  thai  I 

be  out  of  the  State  much  of  the  time  I  wished  to  resign  and  let  our 
worthy  First  Vice-President  discharge  the  duties  devolving  upon  the 
President,  as  he  is  with  you  all  the  time  actively  engaged  as  :i  retail 
pharmacist,  closely  allied  with  our  interest,  perfectly  familiar  with  our 
needs,  and  cognizant  of  all — of  interest— that  has  transpired  during  the 
past  year,  hence  in  a  position  to  offer  valuable  suggestions  for  your  con- 
sideration and  comply  creditably  with  past  usage  and  our  by-laws  in 
making  a  report,  but  1  was  confronted  with  the  fact  that  no  provision  had 
been  made  for  such  a  resignation,  other  than  by  death  or  absence.  Not 
having  as  yet  been  called  upon  to  "shuffle  off  this  mortal  coil "  and  join 
the  mighty  throng  of  pharmacists  in  the  great  beyond,  and  feeling  I  could 
not  miss  being  with  you  and  sharing  the  pleasure  I  anticipated  you  would 
enjoy  at  this  meeting,  I  didn't  resign,  and  shall  now  briefly  report  the 
most  important  of  what  has  taken  place,  of  interest  to  us,  since  we  last 
met,  but  deem  it  best  that  members  who  are  better  acquainted  than 
myself  with  what  will  advance  our  interest  make  any  needed  sugges- 
tions and  place  them  in  the  "Question  Box,"  to  be  brought  up  and  dis- 
cussed during  our  deliberations. 

The  active  membership  roll  now  numbers  one  hundred  and  fifty-two, 
the  honorary  three,  a  gain  of  six  over  1892,  and  if  the  Committee  on 
Membership  have  been  active  and  earnest  in  their  efforts  we  may  expect 
a  much  greater  increase  at  this  session. 

It  becomes  my  sad  duty  to  announce  the  death  of  one  of  our  members, 
Mr.  F.  ('.  Miller,  of  Wilmington.  A  suitable  obituary  will  be  prepared 
and  appear  in  our  next  proceedings. 

The  report  of  the  proceedings  of  last  meeting  is  fuller,  the  printing 
neater,  and,  with  the  added  cuts,  the  general  make-up  and  appearance 
of  the  minutes  are  more  creditable  than  ever  before. 

The  offer  of  a  valuable  histological  microscope  by  Messrs.  Sunbury  & 
Johnson,  and  of  the  Hancock  prize,  for  meritorious  papers,  coupled  with 
the  exceedingly  zealous  work  of  the  Committee  on  Papers  and  Queries, 
should  bring  forth  many  interesting  and  instructive  papers  for  our  edifi- 
cation. 

I  am  in  receipt  of  the  North  Carolina  University  Catalogue  for  1892 
ami  1893,  and  regret  to  note  that  no  provision  has  been  made  for  a  Chair 
of  Pharmacy.  To  the  north  and  to  the  south  of  us  new  Schools  of  Phar- 
macy are  being  established,  and  old  ones  are  making  rapid  strides  of 
progress.  New  York,  Philadelphia  and  New  Orleans,  during  the  past 
year,  erected  College  of  Pharmacy  buildings,  and  Richmond  has  recently 
organized  a  School  of  Pharmacy  as  a  department  of  the  College  of  Phy- 
sicians and  Surgeons,  to  be  opened  this  tall.  Reports  from  Schools  of 
Pharmacy  connected  with  many  of  our  sister  State  universities  show  a 
larger  attendance  and  a  higher  and  more  satisfactory  class  of  work  than 
for  any  preceding  year. 
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With  such  progress  and  advancement  going  on  nil  around  us,  the  North 
Carolina  Pharmaceutical  Association,  which  is  repute. 1  one  of  the  best 
in  the  Smith,  cannot  afford  to  stand  still.  The  Committee  <>n  Education 
have  worked  earnestly  and  faithfully,  ami  will  at  the  proper  time  present 
a  report  of  their  labors. 

Within  tlie  past  tew  month;-  the  drug  clerks  of  the  State  have  organ- 
ized the  North  Carolina  Drug  Clerks'  Association,  the  object  of  which, 
as  is  set  forth  in  their  constitution,  "is  to  see  that  the  properly  qualified 
drug  clerk  receives  proper  recognition;  to  advance  the  pharmaceutical, 
social  ami  educational  relations,  ami  to  see  the  law  enforced  in  regard  to 
non-registered  clerks  compounding  prescriptions."  If  this  Association 
receives  the  sympathy  and  support  of  the  drug  clerks  of  the  State,  ami 
their  efforts  are  directed  in  a  proper  channel,  we  may  hope  it  will  aid 
materially  our  Association  in  attaining  the  mutual  ends  each  of  us  are 
striving  for. 

It  is  reported  that  the  seventh  decennial  revision  of  the  United  States 
Pharmacopoeia  will  he  ready  for  distribution  at  the  Chicago  meeting  of 
the  American  Pharmaceutical  Association.  Although  this  work  is  much 
larger  and  published  at  a  greater  expense,  it  will  sell  for  less  than  the 
last  edition.  Tin-  half-hearted  recognition  given  the  edition  of  1880  1-. 
to  say  the  least,  a  reflection  upon  the  intelligence  of  our  pharmacists  and 
physicians,  and  I  am  glad  to  report  that  the  American  Medical  Associa- 
tion, at  its  recent  meeting  in  Milwaukee,  adopted  a  resolution  recom- 
mending that  the  forthcoming  edition  of  the  Pharmacopoeia  be  adopted 
by  physicians  in  prescribing  and  pharmacists  in  compounding.  They 
also  advised  the  adoption  of  the  National  Formulary  by  physicians  and 
pharmacists,  and  that  the  medical  and  pharmaceutical  colleges  use  these 
works  as  text-books.  The  new  Pharmacopoeia  will  he  the  official  guide 
and  authority  of  the  pharmacists  of  the  United  States,  and  while  I  can 
not  say  just  what  important  changes  will  he  made,  new  features  added, 
or  old  ones  left  out,  from  my  knowledge  of  the  high  order  of  ability  of 
the  Committee  on  Revision,  and  the  enormous,  painstaking  work  done  by 
them.  I  feel  safe  in  saying  that  this  last  edition  will  excel  by  far  anj  for- 
mer   ■.  and  occupy  a  very  high  if  not  the  highesl  place  among  the 

pharmacopoeias  of  the  world,  and  should  he  in  the  hands  of  every  phy- 
sician and  pharmacist  in  America.  The  American  Pharmaceutical  Asso- 
ciation convenes  in  Chicago,  August  I  1th.  The  grandeur  and  magnifi- 
cence of  the  unequaled  attractions  offered  by  the  World's  Fair  w  ill  doubt- 
less cause  an  unusually  large  attendance,  and  a  very  interesting  and 
pleasant  meeting  is  expected.  In  view  of  the  fact  that  our  Association 
and  the  pharmacists  of  Asheville  will  invite  this  body  to  meet  in  Ashe- 
\  ille  in  '94,  we  should  he  largely  represented.  The  seventh  International 
Pharmaceutical  Congress  will  also  convene  in  Chicago  on  August  21st. 
We  are  entitled  to  three  delegates,  and  as  this  is  the  first  lime  this  con- 
vention has  met  in  America,  ami  promises  to  he  of  great  interest  and  do 
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much  to  farther  the  advancement  of  pharmacy,  I  trust  we  will  have  a 
full  delegation  in  attendance. 

Now,  fellow-members,  I  am  soon  to  surrender  to  you  the  charge  com- 
mitted to  me  a  year  ago.  Accept  my  sincere  thanks  for  the  uniform 
courtesy  extended  me  while  occupying  the  high  office  you  have  honored 
me  with.  I  shall  be  pleased  to  again  enter  the  private  ranks  and  con- 
tribute whatever  my  humble  capacity  permits  for  the  advancement  and 
elevation  of  our  beloved  Association. 

On  motion,  the  address  was  referred  to  a  committee  con- 
sisting of  Messrs.  L.  Richardson,  of  Greensboro,  and  P.  W. 

Vanghan,  of  Durham,  who  were  to  take  into  consideration 
the  suggestions  contained  therein  and  report  at  some  future 
session.

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You  will  notice  that  if  a  strict  alphabetical  arrangement  is  used  Tinc- 
ture of  Aconite  conn--  next  to  Tincture  of  Aloes,  and,  while  a  customer 
is  asking  a  question  or  any  sudden  interruption  occurring,  may  cause  the 
clerk,  while  his  head  is  turned,  to  take  up  the  Tincture  of  Aconite  hot- 
tie  instead  of  the  Tincture  of  Aloes 

Of  course  the  question  comes,  "Where  are  you  to  draw  the  line?" 

I  would  take  out  such  very  poisonous  tinctures,  like  Aconite,  and  all 
narcotic  ones,  like  Belladonna,  Digitalis,  etc.,  and  all  that  will  kill  in  simi- 
lar doses.  Then  I  would  arrange  the  poisonous  tinctures  on  the  shelves 
alphabetically,  and  all  of  the  rest  alphabetically,  of  course. 

The  advantages  of  a  system  based  on  these  principles  arc-  many,  among 
which  may  be  noted  a  very  important  one — a  new  clerk  coming  into  the 
store  can  be  put  very  quickly  "en  rapport"  with  the  system,  and  thus 
save  valuable  time  to  the  proprietor.

On  motion,  the  Association  adjourned  to  meet  at  4  o'clock

SECOND    SESSION. 

The  Association  was  called  to  order  at  4  p.  m.,  the  Presi- 
dent in  the  chair. 

Mr.  E.  Y.  Zoeller,  of  Tarboro,  read  the  report  of  the 
Committee  on  Education,  as  follows: 
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REPORT  OF  COMMITTEE  i)X  EDUCATION. 
To  thi  North  Carolina  Pharmaceutical  A  satiation: 

The  Committee  on  Education,  appointed  at  the  last  meeting  of  the 
A.sso<  iation,  and  empowered  to  memorialize  the  Legislature  on  the  sub- 
jecl  of  establishing  a  Chair  of  Pharmacy  at  the  University  of  North  Caro- 
lina, beg  leave  to  make  the  following  report: 

Deeming  it  wise  to  consult  with  the  friends  of  the  measure  as  to  the 
besl  course  to  pursue  in  order  to  secure  the  end  we  had  in  view,  and 
knowing  the  greal  interest  manifested  by  Dr.  Winston,  President  of  the 
University,  in  the  matter,  your  committee  conferred  with  him  as  to  the 
plan  of  procedure.  After  due  consideration  it  wasthought  best  tqincor- 
porate  into  one  bill  the  several  amounts  to  be  asked  for  for  necessary 
repairs,  improvements,  etc.,  in  the  University,  together  with  such  sum 
as  would  be  needed  Cor  the  establishment  of  the  contemplated  Chair  of 
Pharmacy,  thereby  concentrating  the  influence  of  the  pharmacists  and 
other  friends  of  the  University  in  securing  the  passage  of  the  hill. 

In  accordance  with  this  plan  a  bill  was  drawn  asking  for  the  necessary 
appropriation,  viz.,  $10,000  per  annum;  this,  as  the  hill  recited,  was  to 
make  the  necessary  repairs,  etc.,  one  thousand  dollars  of  which  was  to  lie 
applied  annually  to  the  support  of  the  Chair  of  Pharmacy. 

The  hill  was  introduced  in  the  Senate  and  referred  to  the  Committee 
on  Education.  Your  committee  appeared  before  the  Senate  committee 
in  behalf  of  the  measure,  and  here  we  desire  to  acknowledge  the  assist- 
ance rendered  by  Dr.  Winston  and  other  friends.  The  result  was  that 
the  committee  agreed  unanimously  to  report  the  hill  to  the  favorable 
consideration  of  the  Senate.  In  due  time  the  measure  came  up  for  dis- 
cussion in  the  Senate,  when  an  amendment  was  offered  and  carried  lim- 
iting the  appropriation  asked  for  to  repairs  and  necessary  plumbing 
work,  and  that  it  run  for  two  years  only,  thereby  cutting  oil'  that  part  of 
it  intended  for  the  Chair  of  Pharmacy.  <  m  consultation  with  a  promi- 
nent member  of  the  Senate  he  advised  that  we  try  to  have  the  amend- 
ment stricken  out  when  the  hill  reached  the  House,  and  then  have  it  sent 
hack  to  the  Senate  for  concurrence. 

On  mentioning  this  to  Dr.  Winston  he  said  that  if  we  could  get  it 
through  the  House  in  its  present  shape  he  preferred  not  to  risk  it  in 
the  Senate  again;  that  if  he  got  the  whole  amount  that  he  could  use  it 

all  in  repairs,  and  that  he  had  other  funds  he  could  use  for  the  Depart- 
ment of  Pharmacy. 

Since  that  time  the  trustees  of  the  University  have  met  and  created 
some  new  departments,  bul  so  far  as  we  can  learn  have  taken  no  steps 
towards  the  establishment  of  a  Chair  of  Pharmacy. 

In  the  bill  asking  for  the  appropriation  from  the  state  it  was  intended 
thai  one  thousand  dollars  should  he  annually  appropriated  for  the  main- 
tenance of  the  Chair  of  Pharmacy,  but  that  part  having  failed,  we  sup- 
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pose  that  the  Trustees  could  not  see  their  way  clearly  to  pul  the  Depart- 
ment of  Pharmacy,  proposed  to  be  established,  upon  a  proper  basis. 

So  far,  then,  our  efforts  have  been  productive  of  no  tangible  results, 
and  nothing-  more  can  be  done  until  the  next  meeting  of  the  Legislature. 

Your  committee  would  suggest  that  in  the  interim  each  member  of  the 
Association  be  appealed  to  to  use  his  personal  influence  with  the  mem- 
ber of  the  Legislature  from  his  own  county,  and  thereby  help  to  create  a 
sentiment  in  favor  of  the  establishment  of  this  much  needed  department 
at  the  University.  Your  committee  are  of  the  opinion  that  if  this  course 
is  pursued,  and  the  matter  brought  to  the  attention  of  tin-  several  mem- 
bersof  the  Legislature,  and  it  be  presented  to  them  in  its  proper  light,  that 
they  will  provide,  as  they  should,  the  necessary  means  to  equip  and  place 
the  Department  of  Pharmacy  on  a  sound  basis.

The  report  was  discussed  with  interest  by  the  following 
members:  Messrs.  L.  Richardson,  of  Greensboro;  W.  H. 
Wearn,  of  Charlotte;  H.  R.  Home,  of  Fayetteville. 

Pending  the  adoption  of  the  report.  Dr.  Winston,  of  the 
University,  made  the  following  remarks: 

Mr.  President  and  Gentlemen  of  the  Association: 

It  gives  me  pleasure  to  be  with  you  at  another  annual  meeting.  The 
memories  of  last  year  are  still  fresh  and  sweet.  I  am  glad  of  an  oppor- 
tunity to  explain  what  has  been  done  in  regard  to  establishing  a  Chair  of 
Pharmacy  in  the  University,  and  to  consult  about  future  action  relating 
thereto. 

Before  the  meeting-  of  the  last  Legislature  I  called  the  attention  of  the 
Board  of  Trustees  of  the  University  to  the  steps  that  were  taking  to 
secure  the  establishment  of  this  chair  by  an  act  of  the  Legislature. 
The  Board  considered  the  various  necessities  of  the  University;  the 
necessity  for  new  roofs  on  buildings  one  hundred  years  old,  the  necessity 
for  new  floors,  ceilings,  doors,  etc.,  in  the  same  buildings,  the  necessity 
for  a  proper  supply  of  water,  with  sanitary  and  other  convenience-,  the 
necessity  for  a  hospital  or  infirmary  wherein  students  who  were  sick 
might  be  isolated  and  properly  treated,  the  necessity  for  a  Chair  of  Nor- 
mal Instruction,  whereby  special  professional  training  might  be  offered 
the  young  men  of  the  State  who  desire  to  be  teachers,  and  the  necessity 
for  a  new  dormitory.  All  these  necessities  (and  others)  were  considered 
by  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  the  University  along  with  the  necessity  for 
a  Chair  of  Pharmacy. 
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Those  members  of  the  Board  who  had  experience  in  legislative  matters 
advised  that  an  estimate  he  made  of  the  probable  cost  of  providing  these 
various  necessities,  and  that  orn  bill  be  presented  in  the  Legislature  pro- 
viding f«>r  all  these  things  instead  of  half  a  dozen  ormore  separate  bills, 
each  providing  for  one  separate  thing.  It  was  thought  that  om  omnibus 
bill  would  combine  all  the  friends  of  all  the  separate  lulls,  whereas  many 
separate  ami  dist 'met  bills,  each  asking  for  a  separate  appropriation,  would 
qoI  only  fail  to  secure  the  votes  of  all  who  might  vote  for  an  omnibus 
bill,  bul  Would  probably  excite  active  and  warm  opposition  by  men  who 
were  not  friendly  either  to  the  University  or  to  the  Chair  of  Pharmacy. 
This  was  the  unanimous  opinion  of  the  Board  of  Trustees.  I  thought  it 
was  wise  then,  and  I  think  so  now. 

A  bill  was  prepared  in  accordance  with  these  views  and  was  read  before 
the  Board  of  Trustees.  That  hill  contained  a  section  providing  for  the 
establishment  of  a  chairand  the  equipment  of  a  laboratory  of  pharmacy 
in  the  University.  The  Board  of  Trustees  heard  the  bill  read,  unani- 
mously approved  it,  and  passed  a  resolution  requesting  the  Legislature  to 
enact  it  into  law.  His  Excellency  the  Governor  called  especial  atten- 
tion to  the  bill  in  his  message,  and  it  received  the  approbation  of  lead- 
ing members  of  both  houses.  Senator  James  II.  Pou,  of  Johnston,  was 
kind  enough  to  introduce  it  in  the  upper  house,  and  Representative 
Allen,  of  Wayne,  in  the  lower.  The  committee  appointed  by  your  hon- 
orable body  to  bring  tins  matter  before  the  Legislature  was  most  zeal- 
ously represented  by  Mr.  Simpson  and  Mr.  Hancock.  The  former,  as 
you  know,  lives  in  Raleigh;  the  latter  came  there  several  times  and  spent 
several  days  there  actively  engaged  in  canvassing  for  the  bill.  I  came  to 
Raleigh  and  stayed  there  fully  a  month.  I  had  frequent  conferences 
with  Messrs.  Simpson  and  Hancock,  and  they  approved  of  the  plan 
adopted.  The  hill  was  referred  to  the  joint  Committee  on  Education, 
and  we  were  invited  to  present  its  merits  before  that  committee.  We 
did  so.  Mr.  Simpson  was  present,  and  !  think  Mr.  Hancock.  The  com- 
mittee unanimously  recommended  the,  hill.  It  came  tip  in  the  Senate.  To 
my  great  surprise  activeand  even  warm  opposition  arose.  Various  amend- 
ments were  offered  intended  to  cripple  the  hill.  The  appropriation  asked 
for  was  diminished,  and  the  clauses  providing  for  a  Chair  of  Pharmacy, 
a  ( 'hair  of  Normal  Instruction,  a  new  dormitory,  and  some  other  objects 
were  stricken  out  by  a  small  majority.  I  never  assented  to  this  action, 
hut  I  could  not  prevent  it.  The  work  was  done;  the  Chair  of  Pharmacy 
was  killed,  at  least  for  the  present.  The  active  friends  of  the  University 
all  \oied  for  the  Chair  of  Pharmacy,  but  the  Legislature  would  not  sus- 
tain them.  It  was  stricken  out  of  the  hill  by  a  special  amendment  and 
a  special  vote.  The  matter  was  ended.  Messrs.  Simpson  and  Hancock 
were  in  favor  of  trying  again  with  a  separate  hill,  hut  it  would  have  been 
entirely  futile.      Many   who  had  supported  the  Chair  of  Pharmacy  as  a 
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part  of  the  omnibus  bill  would  not  have  supported  it  alone.  !t  would 
simply  have  weakened  the  cause  to  make  another  fight. 

There  is  no  need  of  moping  nor  of  despair.  We  are  going  to  have  our 
Chair  of  Pharmacy.  It  is  merely  a  question  of  time.  1  am  endeavoring 
to  perfect  plans  now  for  its  establishment.  The  University  lias  every 
appliance  and  convenience  for  instruction  in  all  subjects  relating  to 
pharmacy,  except  the  technical  professional  instruction  in  compounding 
and  handling  drugs.     We  hope  to  provide  that  during  the  year. 

Reference  has  been  made  to  the  establishment  of  other  new  depart- 
ments in  the  University.  Only  one  has  been  established;  i.  e.,  the 
Department  of  Normal  Instruction.  This  has  involved  the  expenditure 
of  very  little  money.  We  have  simply  re-arranged  certain  classes  in 
history  and  in  English,  and  reorganized  the  instruction  therein  yiven  so 
as  to  enable  us  to  use  the  salaries  (heretofore  given  to  assistant  teachers  in 
those  departments)  for  paying  the  Professor  of  Normal  Instruction,  who 
also  gives  the  required  assistance  in  English  and  history. 

We  would  have  been  glad  to  establish  the  Chair  of  Pharmacy  if  we 
could  have  made  a  similar  arrangement,  but  it  has  not  been  possible  to 
do  so. 

I  desire  to  thank  Messrs.  Hancock  and  Simpson  for  their  active  and 
unselfish  labors  during  the  session  of  the  Legislature.  They  did  all  that 
was  possible.  As  a  matter  of  course  I  used  my  best  efforts  in  the  same 
direction.  I  desired  to  have  a  Chair  of  Pharmacy  at  the  University  for 
the  benefit  of  the  people  of  the  State,  for  the  benefit  of  the  profession  of 
pharmacists  and  for  the  benefit  of  the  University.  My  views  have  not 
changed  in  the  least.  I  desired  the  chair  then;  I  desire  it  now;  we  all 
desire  it,  and  we  are  going  to  have  it. 

On  motion,  the  report  was  adopted. 

In  the  absence  of  the  Secretary  and  Treasurer  of  the 
North  Carolina  Board  of  Pharmacy  his  report  was  read  by 
Mr.  E.  V.  Zoeller,  of  Tarboro. 

On  motion,  the  report  was  adopted,  and  the  financial 
statement  therein  referred  to  the  Auditing  Committee  pre- 
viously appointed. 

Air.  L.  Richardson,  of  Greensboro,  offered  the  following 
resolution,  which,  on  motion,  was  unanimously  passed: 

Resolved,  That  the  thanks  of  this  Association  be  hereby  tendered  our 
Committee  on  Education,  Messrs.  Simpson,  Hancock,  Zoeller  and  Home, 
also  Dr.  AVinston  and  friends  of  Chapel  Hill,  for  the  work  they  have  so 
well  done  toward  establishing  a  Chair  of  Pharmacy  at  our  University.

On  motion,  the  Association  adjourned  to  meet  at  3:30  i\  M.

The  Question  Box  was  opened  and  found  to  contain  a 
Dumber  of  important  and  interesting  queries.  These  were 
freely  and  fully  discussed  by  many  of  the  members  present.

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The  committee  to  whom  was  submitted  the  awarding  of 

the  Hancock  Prize  derided  that  the  most  meritorious  paper 
read  was  the  one  written  by  Augustus  Bradley,  of  Hender- 
son, entitled  "Granular  Effervescent  Preparations."  The 
prize  was,  therefore,  awarded  him.

GRANULAR  EFFERVESCENT  PREPARATIONS. 


BY     Mi.isrrs    BRADLEY,    HENDERSON,    N.    C. 

This  form  of  medication  is  a  most  pleasing  one  for  the  exhibition  of  many 
nauseous  and  disagreeable  medicines  and  those  remedies   where  the 

assistance  of  the  sedative  action  of  carbonic  acid  is  desired. 

Not  many  years  ago  the  effervescent  draught  was  considered  indispensa- 
ble, butat  presenl  it  has  comparatively  fallen  into  an  unmerited  oblivion. 

It  is.  however,  again  making  its  appearance  in  such  localities  where 
it  is  extensively  advertised. 

Carbonic  acid  is  very  useful  in  therapeutics;  and  it  promotes  absorp- 
tion, acting  promptly  as  a  cardiac  or  cerebral  stimulant. 

I>r.  Frank  Woodbury,  of  Philadelphia,  says:  "It  is  strange  that  mod- 
ern works  on  therapeutics  so  generally  ignore  the  effects  of  carbon  diox- 
ide as  a  medicinal  agent.  The  tissues  are  bathed  with  it;  and  the  blood 
constantly  contains  a  large  proportion  (twenty  percent,  by  vol.). 

••  Experiments  show  that  blood  has  nearly  twice  the  affinity  for  car- 
bonic acid  that  pure  water  possesses,  and  will  absorb  nearly  twice  its  vol- 
ume. As  carbonic  acid  is  always  present  in  the  animal  body  it  must  play 
an  important  part  in  nutrition,  though  the  point  is  hardly  within  the 
scope  of,  my  paper.  We  may  say,  however,  that  since  it  appears  to  be 
tlie  normal  stimulant  to  the  pneumo-gastric  nerve  at  both  of  its  extrem- 
ities, it  probably  has  other  functions.  At  all  events,  the  popular  view 
that  carbonic  acid  is  purely  and  simply  a  waste  product  in  animal  organ- 
ism is  clearly  erroneous.  I  believe  myself  that  it  exerts  very  important 
influence  by  retarding  oxidation  and  preventing  excessive  combustion  in 
the  tissues  of  the  body. " 

The  efficacy  of  these  preparations,  as  a  class,  depends  principally  upon 
the  aim  mill  of  available  carbonic  acid  gas  contaiued  therein.  The  worth- 
less i  non-effervescent )  st< 
devise  a  scheme  whereby 
on  a  short    notice. 

I.  propose  in  this  pape 
giving  methods  and  fun 
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powdered  ingredients,  consisting  of  sodium  bicarbonate,  tartaric  or  citric 

acids,  sometimes  both,  and  the  medicament  to  become  sufficiently  is- 

tened  as  when  in  such  pasty  condition,  rubbed  through  a  course  sieve 
and  dried,  grannies  are  produced. 

Each  article  should  be  separately  powdered  and  dried  before  mixing, 
the  citric  acid  to  be  added  last  and  rubbed  in  qnickly. 

The  drying  apparatus  should  be  previously  heated  for  the  reception  of 
the  moist  granules.  The  proper  pasty  consistence  of  the  mixture  is  only 
ascertained  through  practice,  some  mixtures  requiring  more  of  the  mois- 
tening agent  than  others. 

The  selection  of  a  cheap  moistening  agent  seems  to  me  to  be  an  item  of 
great  importance,  especially  when  large  quantities  are  to  be  made. 

Samples  are  prepared  with  Ether,  Amylic  Alcohol,  Chloroform,  hive 
Steam,  Syrup,  Carbon  Disul-phide,  etc.,  but  with  each  too  great  a  loss  of 
carbon  dioxide  resulted  during  manipulation  to  encourage  the  use  of  any. 

Water  or  moisture  being  the  prime  cause  of  this  loss,  I  concluded  that 
if  a  liquid  containing  no  water  at  all  be  used  granules  could  be  made 
without  any  loss  of  gas. 

I  was  aware  that  absolute  alcohol  contained  practically  no  water,  but 
also  that  if  it  answered  from  this  stand-point,  its  expensiveness  would 
discourage  its  use.  However,  a  small  quantity  of  a  mixture  was  tried, 
but  owing  to  the  hygroscopic  properties  of  this  alcohol  the  experiment 
proved  a  failure.  In  a  few  minutes  after  the  granules  had  been  removed 
to  be  dried,  decomposition  took  place,  resulting  in  an  adherence  and 
puffing  up  of  the  granules,  showing  too  great  a  loss  of  gas. 

Purified  Benzin  was  next  tried,  but  owing  to  the  disagreeable  taste, 
odor,  and  too  easily  crushed  condition  of  the  dried  product,  it  was 
abandoned. 

Benzin,  with  different  percentages  of  absolute  alcohol,  resulted  like- 
wise. 

After  numerous  experiments  I  found  ninety-five  per  cent,  (by  vol.) 
Ethylic  Alcohol,  as  recommended  by  the  National  Formulary,  to  be  the 
best  agent  for  general  use. 

I  use  four  copper-wire  sieves,  Nos.  6,  20,  40  and  00,  No.  0  to  pass  the 
pasty  mass  through  upon  the  glass  shelf,  No.  20  to  separate  the  dried 
granules  from  the  dust  (some  manufacturers,  to  prevent  any  loss,  do  not 
separate  it).  Nos.  40  and  00  are  used  for  thoroughly  mixing  the  different 
ingredients. 

I  like  the  copper-wire  sieves  best,  owing  to  their  less  liability  of  being 
attacked  by  corrosive  agents. 

The  temperature  of  the  drying  apparatus,  with  but  a  few  exceptions, 
should  always  be  constant,  taking  care  not  to  allow  it  to  go  above  158°  F., 
for  fear  of  converting  the  Sodium  Bicarbonate  back  into  the  Carbonate, 
through  the  loss  of  Carbon  Dioxide,  ami  also  the  formation  of  Caramel 
in  those  preparations  containing  sugar  with  Tartaric  Acid. 
6 
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The  loss  in  weight  encountered  in  drying  the  following  articles,  as 
found  in  commerce,  are: 

( Jitric  Acid,  eight  to  ten  per  cent. 

Sodium  Bicarbonate,  two  to  three  per  cent. 

Tartaric  Acid,  L-500  per  cent. 

The  use  of  Tartaric  Acid  alone,  as  recommended  by  the  National 
Formulary,  leaves  the  granules  too  soft.  An  addition  of  Citric  Acid  will 
give  them  firmness,  and  render  their  taste  more  acceptable  to  the  major- 
ity of  people. 

There  is  no  class  of  preparations  that  require  such  special  care  as  these. 
The  absence  of  moisture  is  absolutely  essential,  therefore  the  bottles 
•mould  be  thoroughly  dried  and  hermetically  sealed  immediately  after 
being  filled.  Those  composed  of  Iron,  Pepsin  and  their  compounds 
should  be  stored  in  amber  or  blue  glass  bottles. 

I  will  submit  a  few  formulas,  which  1  have  compiled  and  am  using, 
most  of  which,  in  course  of  preparation,  require  some  special  precau- 
tions, which  will,  however,  present  themselves  to  the  operator Tipon  his 
first  attempt. 

The  samples  that  !  have  presented  were  prepared  in  the  drying  appa- 
ratus, which  I  will  later  on  explain.

The  members  of  the  North  Carolina  Pharmaceutical  Association,  con- 
sidering it  necessary  that  some  mutual  understanding  should  exisl  in 
regard  to  the  moral  principles  guiding  them  in  their  profession,  hereby 
agree  upon  the  following  Code  of  Ethics: 

1.  We  accept  the  U.  S.  Pharmacopoeia  as  our  standard  and  guide  for 
all  officinal  preparations,  and  recognize  a  variance  from  its  rules  only  in 
exceptional  cases  where  sufficient  authority  has  proved  some  other  proc- 
ess more  reliable  to  attain  the  same  end.  (This  section  is  not  intended 
to  interfere  with  the  dispensing  of  preparations  or  medicines  ordered  in 
accordance  with  foreign  pharmacopoeias). 

2.  We  discountenance  all  secret  formula-  between  physician  and  phar- 
macist, and  consider  it  our  duty  to  communicate  such  to  each  other  when 
requested. 

.3.  We  distinctly  repudiate  the  practice  of  allowing  physicians  a  per- 
centage in  any  form,  on  their  prescriptions  or  patronage,  as  being  deroga- 
tory to  both  professions. 

4.  We  will  endeavor,  as  far  as  possible,  to  refrain  from  compromising 
the  professional  reputation  of  any  physician,  and  expect,  in  return,  the 
same  courtesy  from  him. 

5.  As  the  apothecary  should  be  able  to  distinguish  between  good  and 
bad  drugs,  in  most  cases,  and  as  the  substitution  of  a  weak  or  inert  drug 
for  an  active  one  may,  negatively,  be  productive  of  serious  consequences, 
we  hold  that  the  sale  of  impure  drugs  or  medicines,  from  motives  of 
competition  or  desire  of  gain,  when  pure  articles  of  the  same  kind  may 
be  obtained,  is  highly  culpable,  and  that  it  is  the  duty  of  every  honest 
apothecary  or  druggist  to  expose  all  such  fraudulent  acts  as  may  come  to 
his  knowledge. 

6.  The  apothecary  should  be  remunerated  by  the  public  for  his  knowl- 
edge and  skill,  and  his  charges  should  be  regulated  by  the  time  con- 
sumed in  preparation  as  well  as  by  the  value  of  the  article  sold.  Although 
local  and  other  circumstances  necessarily  affect  the  rate  of  charges  at 
different  establishments,  no  apothecary  should  intentionally  undersell 
his  neighbors  with  a  view  to  their  injury. 

7.  Recognizing  the  value  of  alcohol  as  a  therapeutic  agent,  and  the 
propriety  of  its  being  dispensed  as  such  by  pharmacists,  yet  deploring 
the  wide-spread  evil  resulting  from  its  intemperate  use  in  its  hundred 
insidious  forms,  we  condemn  any  attempt  to  make  it  a  prominent  feature 
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of  our  business  as  unprofessional,  and  we  denounce  the  louse  practice  of 
allowing  it  to  be  used  on  the  premises  in  any  shape  as  a  beverage  as 
degrading,  and  we  urge  upon  pharmacists  the  duty  of  exercising  at  all 
times  a  conscientious  care  in  dispensing  a  drug  liable  to  such  dangerous 
abuse. 

8.  Members  of,  this  Association,  when  asked  to  do  so,  shall  give  each 
other,  confidentially,  any  information  in  their  possession  affecting  the 
c  lu.icti  .  hibito,  ute-iiv  or  ii  regularities  of  in  asnictant  or  ippren- 
tice  who  may  have  applied  for  employment,  or  to  whom  they  may  have 
given  letters  of  introduction  or  recommendation.  Any  member  who 
shall  divulge  such  confidential  communication  to  the  detriment  or  an- 
noyance of  the  member  giving  it  shall,  upon  proof  thereof,  be  no  longer 
entitled  to  the  courtesies  due  a  member,  and  his  name  be  stricken  from 
the  roll. 

9.  Believing  that  some  means  should  he  adopted  to  enforce  the  provis- 
ions of  this  Code,  violations  of  the  same  may  be  reported  at  any  annual 
meeting  of  this  Association,  when  the  accused  may  be  heard  in  his  own 
defense,  when,  if  found  guilty,  he  may  be  censured,  suspended  or  ex- 
pelled by  a  vote  of  two-thirds  of  the  members  present. 


THE  CONSTITUTION  AND  BY-LAWS, 

AS  REVISED  AUGUST  8th  AND  9th,  1888. 

CONSTITUTION. 


This  Association  shall  be  called  the  North  Carolina  Pharmaceutical 
Association. 

ARTICLE    II. — OBJECT. 

The  aim  of  this  Association  shall  be  to  unite  the  reputable  pharmacists 
and  druggists  of  this  State  for  mutual  assistance,  encouragement  and 
improvement,  and  to  advance  the  science  and  artof  pharmacy,  and  thereby 
restrict  the  dispensing  and  sale  of  medicine  to  properly  qualified  pharma- 
cists and  druggists. 

ARTICLE    III. — OFFICERS. 

The  Association  shall  have  the  following  officers:  A  President,  three 
Vice-Presidents,  a  Secretary,  a  Local  Secretary,  and  a  Treasurer.  Also  an 
Executive  Committee,  consisting  of  five  members,  of  which  the  Secretary 
shall  he  one  ex  officio,  all  of  whom  shall  be  elected  annually  by  ballot, 
and  shall  hold  office  until  an  election  of  successors. 

ARTICLE    IV.— LIFE    MEMBERSHIP. 

Any  member  who  shall  pay  the  Treasurer  the  sum  of  twenty-live  dol- 
lars at  one  time  shall  become  a  life  member  and  shall  be  exempt  from  all 
future  annual  dues. 

ARTICLE    V.— AMENDING    CONSTITUTION. 

Every  proposition  to  alter  or  amend  this  Constitution  shall  be  submitted 
in  writing  and  received  at  an  annual  meeting,  and  may  be  voted  for  at 
the  next  annual  meeting,  when,  upon  receiving  a  vote  of  three-fourths 
of  the  members  present,  it  shall  become  a  part  pf  the  Constitution. 

The  By-Laws  may  be  altered  or  amended  by  a  vote  of  three-fourths  of 
the  members  present  taken  thereon. 


BY-LAWS. 


ARTICLE    [.—DUTIES   OF   OFFICERS. 

Section  I.  The  President  shall  preside  at  all  meetings,  and  administer 
the  rules  of  order  usual  in  deliberative  assemblies.  He  shall  nominate- 
all  special  committees,  except  a  majority  of  the  members  present  resort 
to  balloting  or  othermeans.  He  shall  sign  the  certificates  of  member- 
ship and  countersign  all  orders  upon  the  Treasurer.  He  shall  present  at 
eachannual  meeting  a  reportof  the  operations  of  the  Association  during 
the  year,  and  suggest  such  subjects  for  its  benefit  as  he  may  deem  worthy 

Of   notice. 

Section  2.  The  Vice-Presidents  shall,  in  case  of  temporary  absence  or 
inability  of  the  President  to  serve,  perform  his  duties  in  the  order  of 
their  name 

SE(  TION  ::.  The  Secretary  shall  keep  a  Fair  and  correct  record  of  all  the 
proceedings  ol  the  Association.  11"  shall  keep  on  file  all  papers  and 
reportsread.  He  shall  be  charged  with  all  correspondence,  and  with  the 
editing,  publishing  and  distributing  the  Proceedings  of  the  Association, 
underthe  directions  of  the  Executive  Committee.  He  shall  notify  all 
members  ('our  weeks  in  advance  of  each  annual  meeting,  and  at  each 
annual  meeting  render  a  report  of  the  duties  performed  by  him  since  the 
last  annual  meeting.  lie  shall  furnish  the  chairman  of  every  special 
committee  with  a  list  of  its  members.  He  shall  he  ex  officio  a  member  of 
the  Executive  <  fommittee. 

SECTION  4.  The  Local  Secretary  shall  act  under  instructions  from  the 
Secretary. 

SECTION  5.  The  Treasurer  shall  collect  and  have  charge  of  all  funds  of 
the  Association.  He  shall  give  bond  in  the  sum  of  one  thousand  dollars 
for  the  faithful  performance  of  his  duties.     The  bond  must  he  acceptable 

to  the  Executive  Committee  and  placed  in  the  custody  of  the  President, 
who  shall  deliver  it  to  his  successor,  lie  shall  hold  and  issue  the  certifi- 
cates of  membership.  He  shall  report  to  the  Executive  Committee',  pre- 
vious to  each  annual  meeting,  the  names  of  those  members  who  have 
failed  to  pay  their  dues  for  two  successive  years.  I  le  shall  keep  ;i  list  of 
the  names,  residences  and  date  of  entrance  of  each  member,  and  furnish 
a  li-i  of  the  -a  i  ne  at  the  close  of  each  annual  meeting  to  the  Secretary  for 
publication.  He  shall  preserve  all  applications  for  membership.  He  shall 
pay  all  hills  when  countersigned  by  the  President,  and  at  eachannual 
meeting  render  an  itemized  statement  of  his  account. 


Section  I.  There  shall  he  three  standing  committees:  An   Executive 
<  lommittee  of  five  members,  a  ( lommittee  on  Papers  and  Queries  and  a 
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Committee  on  Trade  Interests,  each  to  consist  of  three  members,  and  to 
be  annually  elected  or  appointed,  according  to  the  will  of  the  Associa- 
tion 

Section  2.  The  Executive  Committee,  of  which  the  Secretary  is  an  i  - 
officio  member,  shall  have  charge  of  the  revision  of  the  roll,  the  investi- 
gation of  applicants  for  membership,  and  the  publication  of  the  Proceed- 
ings. They  shall  report  at  each  annual  meeting  the  names  of  such  mem- 
bers who  have  refused  to  pay  their  annual  dues  for  two  successive  years. 
They  shall  present  .appropriate  notices  of  deceased  members.  At  least 
one  copy  of  the  Annual  Report  of  Proceedings,  as  published  by  the 
Executive  Committee,  shall  be  furnished  each  member. 

Section  3.  The  Committee  on  Trade  Interests  shall  consider  all  matters 
of  a  trade  or  commercial  nature  referred  to  them,  and  render  a  report 
thereon  at  such  time  as  may  be  directed.  They  may  make  annual 
reports  and  suggest  remedies  of  such  trade  or  commercial  irregularities 
as  they  may  deem  worthy  thereof. 

Section  4.  The  Committee  on  Papers  and  Queries  shall  receive  all 
papers  or  essays  for  the  Association,  and  designate  which  of  them  shall 
be  read  at  length  and  which  by  title.  They  shall,  in  connection  with 
the  Secretary,  arrange  the  time  which  may  be  most  appropriate  and  con- 
venient for  presenting  them.  Tbey  shall  annually  report  a  proper  num- 
ber of  questions  of  scientific  and  practical  interest,  the  answers  to  which 
may  advance  the  interests  of  pharmacy;  and  shall  procure  the  acceptance 
of  as  many  such  questions  for  investigation  and  reply  as  may  be  practi- 
cable; and  in  other  ways  induce  the  presentation  of  papers  and  essays. 

ARTICLE    III. — OF    MEMBERSHIP. 

Section  1.    Every  pharmacist  and  druggist  residing  in  the  State,  of 

g 1  moral  standing,  who  is  registered  or  is  eligible  to  registration  as  a 

Registered  Pharmacist  under  the  Pharmacy  Act  of  this  State,  of  which 
satisfactory  evidence  shall  be  produced  or  shown  to  the  Executive  Com- 
mittee, may  become  a  member  of  this  Association. 

Section  2.  Any  person  eligible  to  membership  may  apply  in  writing, 
with  the  indorsement  of  two  members  in  good  standing,  to  any  member 
of  the  Executive  Committee,  who  shall  report  his  application  to  said 
Committee;  if,  after  investigating  his  claims,  they  shall  approve  his  elec- 
tion, they  shall,  at  the  earliest  time  possible,  report  bis  name  to  the 
Association,  and  be  may  be  elected  by  two-thirds  vote  of  the  members 
present  on  ballot. 

Section  3.  Any  member,  not  in  arrears,  removing  to  another  State  and 
once  in  two  years  reporting  to  the  Secretary  his  address,  shall  be  regarded 
as  an  associate  of  this  Association;  and  it  is  hereby  provided  that  such 
failure  to  report  shall  be  sufficient  warrant  for  the  Secretary  dropping 
the  name  of  such  associate  member  from  the  roll  of  membership.     Asso- 
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date  members  shall  not  be  eligible  to  hold  office  nor  be  required  to  con- 
tribute to  the  funds  of  the  Association,  but  they  shall  have  the  privilege 
of  attending  the  meetings  and  participating  in  the  deliberations. 

Section  4.  X<>  person  shall  be  considered  a  memberof  this  Association 
until  he  has  signed  the  Constitution  and  By-Laws  and  paid  into  the 
Treasury  the  sum  of  three  dollars  as  an  initiation  fee;  also  the  annual 
contribution  for  the  current  year.  All  persons  who  become  members 
shall  be  considered  permanent  members,  but  may  be  expelled  for  im- 
proper conducl  bj  a  vote  of  three-fourths  of  the  members  present  at  any 
annual  meeting. 

Section  5.  Every  member  shall  pay  in  advance  into  the  hands  of  the 
Treasurer  the  sum  of  two  dollars  as  his  yearly  contribution.  Any  one  in 
arrears  at  any  annual  meeting  shall  not  he  entitled  to  vote,  and  any  one 
neglecting  to  pay  his  annual  dues  for  two  successive  years  shall  be  liable 
to  lose  his  membership.  Members  complying  with  the  preceding  section 
of  this  article  are  entitled  to  certificates  of  membership,  signed  by  the 
President,  a  Vice-President,  the  Secretary,  and  Treasurer.  Ex-members, 
who  are  so  from  omissions  to  pay  their  dues,  desiring  to  reunite  with  the 
Association,  may  do  so  by  applying  in  writing  to  the  Treasurer  and  pay- 
ing into  the  funds  of  the  Association  the  sum  of  two  years'  dues  when 
they  were  members  and  the  dues  for  the  current  year;  whereupon  their 
names  shall  he  replaced  upon  the  roll. 

Section  <>.  Resignations  shall  he  made  in  writing  to  the  Secretary,  hut 
no  resignation  shall  he  accepted  from  any  one  who  is  in  arrears  to  the 
Treasurer.  All  resignations  shall  he  acknowledged  by  the  Secretary  and 
reported  ;it  the  next  annual  meeting. 

Section  7.  Pharmacists,  chemists,  and  other  scientific  men  who  may  be 
deemed  worthy  of  the  distinction,  may  he  elected  honorary  members. 
They  shall  not  he  required  to  contribute  to  the  funds,  nor  shall  they  be 
eligible  to  office,  or  to  vote  upon  any  question. 


Si.i  i  ion  I .  The  meetings  shall  he  held  annually,  or  from  time  to  time, 
as  the  Association  may  determine,  provided  that  in  cases  of  failure  of  this 
from  any  cause  the  duty  of  calling  the  Association  together  shall  devolve 

upon  the  President,  or  on  the  Vice-Presidents,  with  the  advice  and  con- 

selit   of  the   Executive  Committee. 

Section  2.  At  the  opening  of  each  annual  meeting,  in  the  absence  of 
the  President,  or  Vice-Presidents,  one  of  the  Executive  <  lommittee  shall 

take  the  chair.       [n  absence  Of  all,  a  President  pro  I'  mport  shall  he  elected 

by  the  members  present.     In  the  absence  of  the  Secretary,  the  presiding 
i  ifficer  shall  appoint  a  Secretary  /in>  /<  mpore. 
Section  :'>.  Fifteen  members  constitute  a  quorum.

REPORT  OF  THE  SECRETARY  AND  TREASURER  OF 
THE  NORTH  CAROLINA  BOARD  OF  PHARMACY. 

Raleigh,  July  1,  1893. 
To  His  Excellency,  Ellas  Carr,  Governor: 

Sir  : — In  conformity  with  the  law  governing  the  practice 
of  pharmacy  in  this  State  I  have  the  honor  to  submit  to 
your  Excellency,  and  to  the  North  Carolina  Pharmaceutical 
Association,  a  report  of  the  proceedings  of  the  Board  of 
Pharmacy  for  the  year  ending  June  30,  1893. 

The  thirtieth  meeting  of  the  Board  was  held  in  the  city 
of  Raleigh,  August  10  and  11,  1892.  Present:  Messrs. 
Home,  Simpson  and  Zoeller.  Mr.  Zoeller  was  appointed 
by  his  Excellency,  Governor  Holt,  to  succeed  Mr.  Smith, 
whose  term  expired  in  April.  At  this  meeting  nine  candi- 
dates applied  for  license,  four  of  whom  were  successful,  viz.:

It  will  possibly  net  he  amiss  here  to  say,  in  behalf  of  the 
Board,  that  they  have  gradually  been  advancing  and  ele- 
vating the  standard  of  the  examinations  conducted  by 
them,  and,  in  consequence,  the  class  of  young  men  who 
come  before  them  are  better  prepared  than  formerly,  and 
those  who  are  successful  in  passing  an  approved  examina- 
tion are  certainly  more  competent  to  perform  the  duties 
required  of  them  than  they  otherwise  would  have  been. 
The  Board  recognize  the  importance  of  practical  experience, 
hence  they  require  the  full  term  of  three  years  to  have 
been  served  in  a  drugstore,  as  required  by  the  Pharmacy 
Ac!,  before  granting  a  certificate.  It  is  the  desire  of  the 
Board  of  Pharmacy  to  make  the  examinations  partake  more 
of  a  practical  nature  than  they  have  been  able  to  in  the 
past.  There  are  two  great  barriers  to  the  full  development 
of  this  idea:  the  tirst  is  that  the  migratory  character  of 
the  meetings  of  the  Board  prevents  its  execution,  in  that 
they  have  no  place  in  which  the  candidate  can  exhibit  a 
specimen  of  his  skill  in  making  of  pills,  plasters,  emulsions. 
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suppositories,  etc.  It  would  not  be  practicable,  nor  would 
it  be  desirable,  to  trespass  upon  the  kindness  of  a  resident 
pharmacist  for  the  use  of  his  place  of  business  and  the 
implements  necessary  to  the  proper  exemplification  of  the 
practical  knowledge  of  the  candidate. 

There  is  only  one  way  out  of  this  difficulty,  and  that  is 
for  the  Board  to  have  a  permanent  place  of  their  own  and 
the  necessary  appliances  for  the  use  of  candidates  in  the 
practical  examinations  contemplated.  At  present  the  Board 
does  not  feel  that  the  meager  revenues  derived  would  justify 
them  in  the  expenditure  necessary  to  carry  out  their  wishes, 
but  hope  that  in  the  near  future  they  may  be  able  to  do  so. 

This  same  question  has  been  employing  trie  minds  of 
other  State  Boards,  all  recognizing  the  great  value  of  prac- 
tical examinations,  and  nearly  all  confronted  with  the  con- 
ditions that  embarrass  us. 

There  are  many  good  practical  pharmacists  whose  sur- 
roundings have  been  such  as  to  prevent  them  from  devot- 
ing the  necessary  time  and  study  to  the  theoretical  part  of 
pharmacy  that  its  importance  requires,  thereby  putting 
themselves  at  a  disadvantage  with  their  more  fortunate  fel- 
lows in  the  examinations  As  before  stated,  the  examina- 
tions as  now  conducted  are  necessarily  more  of  a  theoretical 
than  practical  nature.  If  the  desires  of  the  Board  could 
be  carried  out  it  would  even  up  things  materially.

PHARMACY   ACT, 

(As  Amended  Jan.  27.  1891). 


The  General  Assembly  of  North  Carolina  do  enact: 

Section  1.  That  E.  M.  Nadal,  S.  J.  Hinsdale,  William  Simpson,  E.  11. 
Meadows,  T.  C.  Smith,  John  S.  Pescud,  and  such  other  persons  as  may  be 
associated  with  them  under  the  provisions  of  this  act,  be  and  the  same 
are  hereby  made  a  body  corporate  under  the  name  and  style  of  the  North 
Carolina  Pharmaceutical  Association,  and  by  said  name  shall  have  the 
right  to  sue  and  be  sued,  to  plead  and  be  impleaded,  to  purchase  and  hold 
real  estate  and  grant  the  same,  to  have  and  to  use  a  common  seal,  and  to 
do  such  other  things  and  perform  such  other  acts  as  appertain  to  bodies 
corporate  and  politic,  not  inconsistent  with  the  Constitution  and  Laws  of 
the  State. 

Sec.  2.  The  object  of  said  Association  is  to  unite  the  pharmacists  and 
druggists  of  the  State  for  mutual  aid,  encouragement  and  improvement, 
to  encourage  scientific  research,  develop  pharmaceutical  talent,  to  elevate 
the  standard  of  professional  thought,  and  ultimately  restrict  the  practice 
of  pharmacy  to  properly  qualified  druggists  and  apothecaries. 

Sec.  3.  It  shall  be  unlawful  from  and  after  the  passage  of  this  act,  except 
as  hereinafter  provided,  for  any  person,  unless  a  registered  pharmacist, 
within  the  meaning  of  this  act,  to  open  or  conduct  any  pharmacy  or 
store  for  retailing,  dispensing  or  compounding  medicines  or  poisons,  or 
for  any  one  not  a  registered  pharmaceutist  to  prepare  a  physician's  pre- 
scription except  under  the  supervision  of  a  registered  pharmaceutist,  in 
the  State  of  North  Carolina:  Provided,  That  nothing  herein  contained 
shall  prevent  the  sale  of  patent  or  proprietary  medicines,  quinine,  epsom 
salts,  castor  oil,  essence  of  peppermint,  paregoric,  or  laudanum  in  origi- 
nal packages,  calomel,  camphor  or  sweet  oil. 

Sec.  4.  Any  person,  in  order  to  be  registered,  shall  be  a  graduate  of 
some  college  in  pharmacy,  recognized  by  the  North  Carolina  Board  of 
Pharmacy;  or  shall,  at  the  passage  of  this  act,  have  had  three  years' 
practical  experience  in  the  preparation  of  physicians'  prescriptions,  and 
in  compounding  and  vending  medicines  and  poisons,  or  shall  be  a  licen- 
tiate of  pharmacy  of  the  Board  of  Pharmacy  of  North  Carolina. 

Sec.  5.  Pharmaceutists  claiming  the  right  of  registration  under  this 
act,  on  account  of  practical  experience,  shall,  within  ninety  days  after 
its  passage,  show  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  Board  of  Pharmacy  to  be 
created  by  this  act  that  they  have  had  three  (3)  years'  practical  experi- 
ence in  the  preparation  of  physicians'  prescriptions,  and  in  compound- 
ing and  vending  medicines  and  poisons:  Provided,  Nothing  in  this  sec- 
10 
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tion  shall  apply  to  any  person  or  persons  in  business  on  their  own  account 
upon  the  passage  of  this  act.     Licentiates  in  pharmacy  must  have  had 

three  years'  experience  in  stores  where  prescriptions  of  medical  practi- 
tioners have  been  prepared,  and  shall  have  passed  an  examination  before 
the  Board  of  Pharmacy  of  this  State.  The  Hoard  of  Pharmacy  may  reg- 
ister, without  further  examination,  the  licentiates  of  such  other  Boards 
of  Pharmacy  as  they  may  deem  proper. 

Sec.  6.  This  Association  shall  elect  ten  of  its  members— from  wl i  the 

Governor  selects  live— who  shall  compose  the  Board  of  Pharmacy.  The 
Board  is  empowered  to  transact  all  business  relating  to  the  legal  practice 
of  pharmacy;  to  examine  into  and  adjudicate  upon  all  cases  of  abuse, 
fraud,  adulteration,  substitution  or  malpractice,  and  to  enforce  all  the 
provisions  of  the  law,  and  to  render  an  annual  account  to  the  proper  State 
authorities  and  to  the  Association.  Any  one  examined  by  the  Board  shall 
pay  a  fee  of  five  dollars.  In  case  of  failure  to  pass  a  satisfactory  exami- 
nation he  shall  he  granted  a  second  examination  without  the  payment  of 
a  further  fee.  It  shall  he  the  duty  of  the  members  of  the  Board,  after 
receipt  of  notification  of  their  appointment,  to  appear  before  the  clerk  of 
the  county  in  which  they  individually  reside,  and  make  and  subscribe  to 
an  oath  properly  and  faithfully  to  discharge  the  duties  of  their  office;  and 
within  thirty  days  thereafter  meet  and  organize  by  the  election  of  a  Presi- 
dent, Secretary  and  Treasurer  of  said  Board.  The  Secretary  and  Treas- 
urer shall  he  elected  to  serve  for  a  term  of  five  years;  and  the  term  of 
office  of  the  other  members  shall  he  determined  by  lot.  Vacancies  in  the 
Hoard  shall  lie  tilled  as  required  in  Section  12.  The  Board  shall  hold 
meetings  at  least  once  annually  or  offcener,  as  the  business  of  the  Board 
may  require.  The  Secretary  shall  give  each  member  of  the  Hoard  not  less 
than  ten  days'  notice  of  each  meeting.  Three  members  shall  constitutes 
quorum.  It  shall  he  the  duty  of  the  Board  to  examine  all  persons  apply- 
ing lor  examination  in  proper  form,  and  to  register  such  as  shall  establish 
their  rights  to  registration  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  this  act. 
The  Secretary  and  Treasurer  of  said  Hoard  shall  he  a  bonded  officer  held 
in  bond  of  one  thousand  dollars,  to  he  made  to  the  said  North  Carolina 
Pharmaceutical  Association  and  approved  by  the  Executive  <  lommittee  of 
said  Association. 

Sec.  7.   It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Secretary  of  the  Board  of  Pharmacy 

to  keep  a  hook  of  registration  at  some  convenient  place,  of  which  due 
notice  shall  be  given  through  the  public  press,  in  which  shall  he  entered, 
under  the  supervision  of  the  Board,  the  names  and  places  of  business  of 
all  persons  coming  under  the  provisions  of  I  his  act,  and  a  statement  to  he 
signed  by  the  person  making  the  application  of  such  facts  in  the  case  as 

he  may  claim  to  justify  his  application.  The  fee  for  registration  of  pro- 
prietors shall  not  exceed  two  dollars,  and  for  those  in  the  employ  of  others 
shall  not  exceed  one  dollar.  The  Secretary  shall  give  receipts  for  all 
moneys  received  by  him.  which  moneys  shall  he  usv<\  for  the  purpose  of 
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defraying  the  expenses  of  the  Board  of  Pharmacy;  and  any  surplus  shall 
be  for  the  benefit  of  said  Association.  The  salary  of  the  Secretary  shall 
be  fixed  by  this  Board,  and  shall  be  paid  out  of  the  fees  for  examination 
and  registration.  Each  member  of  the  Board  of  Pharmacy  shall  be  paid 
the  sum  of  five  dollars  for  every  day  during  which  he  is  engaged  in  the 
service  of  the  Board,  and  all  necessary  expenses  incurred  in  attending  the 
meetings  of  the  same.  It  shall  he  the  duty  of  the  Board  to  investigate 
all  complaints  of  disregard,  non-compliance,  or  violation  of  the  provis- 
ions of  this  act,  and  to  bring  the  same  to  the  notice  of  the  proper  prose- 
cuting officer,  whenever  there  appears  to  the  Board  reasonable  grounds 
of  complaint.  The  Board  is  hereby  empowered  to  make  such  rules  and 
regulations  as  it  will  find  necessary  for  carrying  into  effect  the  provisions 
of  this  law,  not  inconsistent  with  the  purpose  and  spirit  of  the  same. 

Sec.  8.  Every  person,  from  and  after  the  passage  of  this  act,  shall  he 
held  responsible  for  the  quality  of  all  drugs,  chemicals  and  medicines  he 
may  sell  or  dispense,  with  the  exception  of  those  sold  in  the  original 
packages  of  the  manufacturers,  and  also  those  known  as  "patent  medi- 
cines"; and  should  he  intentionally  adulterate,  or  cause  to  be  adulter- 
ated, or  expose  to  sale,  knowing  the  same  to  be  adulterated,  such  drugs, 
chemicals  or  medical  preparations,  he  shall  be  deemed  guilty  of  a  misde- 
meanor, and  upon  conviction  thereof  be  liable  to  a  penalty  not  exceeding 
one  hundred  dollars,  and  in  addition  thereto  his  name  shall  be  stricken 
from  the  register.  Every  registered  pharmacist  wdio  desires  to  continue 
the  practice  of  his  profession  shall  annually  thereafter,  within  thirty  days 
next  preceding  the  annual  meeting  of  the  Board  of  Pharmacy,  pay  to  the 
Secretary  of  the  said  Board  a  registration  fee  of  one  dollar,  for  which  he 
shall  receive  a  renewal  of  said  certificate  of  registration.  Any  registered 
pharmacist  failing  to  renew  his  registration  as  required  by  this  section, 
and  continuing  in  the  exercise  of  his  profession,  shall  be  guilty  of  a 
misdemeanor. 

Sec.  <>.  it  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  person,  under  a  penalty  of  twenty- 
five  dollars  for  each  and  every  oil'ense,  from  and  after  the  passage  of  this 
act,  except  as  provided  herein,  to  retail  any  poison  enumerated  in  Sched- 
ules A  and  B,  as  follows,  to-wit: 

Schedule  A. 

Arsenic  and  its  preparations,  corrosive  sublimate,  white  precipitate, 
red  precipitate,  bin-iodide  of  mercury,  cyanide  of  potassium,  hydrocy- 
anic acid,  strychnine,  and  essential  oil  of  bitter  almonds. 

Schedule  B. 

Aconite,  belladonna,  colchicum,  conium,  mix  vomica,  henbane,  savin, 
ergot,  cotton  root,  cantharides,  creosote,  digitalis  and  their  pharmaceuti- 
cal preparations,  croton  oil,  chloroform,  chloral  hydrate,  sulphate  of  zinc, 
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carbolic  acid,  oxalic  acid,  opium  and  its  preparations,  except  paregoric 
and  other  preparations  of  opium  containing  less  than  two  grains  to  the 
ounce,  and  other  poisons,  without  distinctly  labeling  the  bottle,  box, 
vessel  or  paper  in  which  said  poison  is  contained  with  the  name  of  the 
article,  the  word  "Poison,"  and  a  vignette  representing  a  skull  and  cross- 
bones,  and  the  name  and  place  of  business  of  the  seller;  nor  shall  it  be 
lawful  for  any  person  to  sell  or  deliver  any  poison  enumerated  in  said 
Schedules  A  and  1'..  unless  upon  due  inquiry  it  is  found  that  the  purchaser 
is  aware  of  its  poisonous  nature,  and  represents  that  it  is  to  be  used  for 
a  legitimate  purpose;  nor  shall  it  lie  lawful  for  any  person  to  sell  any 
poison  included  in  ScheduleA,  without,  before  delivering  the  same  to  the 
purchaser,  causing  an  entry  to  be  made  in  a  hook  kept  for  that  purpose, 
stating  the  date  of  the  sale,  the  name  and  address  of  the  purchaser,  the 
name  and  quality  of  the  poison  sold,  the  purpose  for  which  it  is  repre- 
sented by  the  purchaser  to  be  required,  and  the  name  of  the  dispenser 
such  hook  to  be  always  open  to  proper  authorities  for  inspection.  The 
provisions  of  this  section  shall  not  apply  to  the  dispensing  of  poisons  in 
usual  doses,  and  by  physicians'  prescriptions. 

Sec.  10.  Nothing  contained  in  the  foregoing  section  shall  apply  to  or 
interfere  with  the  business  of  any  practitioner  of  medicine  who  docs  not 
keep  open  shop  for  retailing  of  medicines  and  poisons;  nor  with  the  busi- 
ness of  wholesale  dealers,  excepting  section  9,  and  the  penalties  of  its 
violation. 

Sec.  11.  Any  person  who  shall  permit,  by  willful  neglect,  the  com- 
pounding and  dispensing  of  prescriptions  in  his  store  or  place  of  business. 
by  any  person  or  persons  not  registered,  except  under  the  supervision  of 
a  registered  pharmaceutist,  or  any  person  not  registered  who  shall  keep 
open  shop  for  the  retailing  or  dispensing  of  medicines  or  poisons,  or  who 
shall  fraudulently  represent  himself  to  be  registered,  or  any  registered 
pharmacist,  or  any  dealer  in  medicines,  w  ho  shall  fail  to  comply  with  the 
regulations  and  provisions  of  this  act,  in  relation  to  retailing  and  dis- 
pensing of  poison,  shall,   for  every  such  offense,   he   deemed  guilty  of  a 

misdemeanor,  and  upon  conviction  thereof  be  liable  to  a  penalty  not 
exceeding  twenty-five  dollars. 

Sec.  I-  Immediately  on  passage  of  this  act  the  <  rovemorshall  appoint 
five  reputable  and  practicing  pharmacists  doing  business  within  the  state. 
from  ten  of  said  pharmacists  recommended  to  him  by  the  North  Carolina 
Pharmaceutical  Association;  said  pharmacists  so  appointed  shall  consti- 
tute the  Board  of  Pharmacy  of  the  State  of  North  Carolina,  and  shall 
hold  office  for  the  term  of  one,  two,  three,  four  and  five  years  respectively, 
as  herein  provided,  and  until  their  successors  have  been  duly  elected  and 
qualified.  "The  North  <  larolina  Pharmaceutical  Association  shall  annu- 
ally thereafter  elect  a  pharmacist  from  their  number  to  fill  the  vacancy 
annually  occurring   in  said    board.      Said    pharmacist    so  elected  shall  be 

commissioned  bv  the  <  lovernor  and  hold  office  for  the  term  of  live  years 
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and  until  his  successor  has  been  duly  elected  and  qualified,  in  case  oi 
death,  resignation,  or  removal  from  the  State  of  any  member  of  said 
Board  of  Pharmacy,  the  said  Board  shall  elect  in  Ids  place  a  pharmacist 
who  is  a  member  of  said  Association,  to  serve  as  a  member  of  the  Board 
for  the  remainder  of  the  term." 

^i:c.  13.  The  penalties  prescribed  by  this  act  shall  be  recovered  by  suits 
in  the  name  of  the  people  of  this  State,  according  to  the  statutes  in  such 
cases  provided,  to  be  prosecuted  by  the  proper  officers  of  the  counties 
respectively  where  the  violations  of  the  provisions  of  this  act  may  he 
committed. 

Sec.  14.  Any  pharmacist  failing  to  comply  with  the  requirements  oi 
sections  five  and  eight  within  ninety  days  from  and  after  the  passage  oi 
this  act  shall  forfeit  his  right  to  registration,  and  shall  appear  before  the 
Board  of  Pharmacy  for  examination,  as  provided  in  section  five  of  this 
act. 

Sec.  15.  All  acts  or  portions  of  acts  conflicting  with  the  provisions  oi 
this  act  arc  hereby  repealed. 

Sec.  1(>.  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  shei  ill's  of  the  counties  to  see  that 
the  provisions  of  this  act  are  enforced. 

Sec.  17.  This  act  may  for  all  purposes  he  quoted  under  the  title  of  the 
"Pharmacy  Act  of  1881." 

Sec  IS.  This  act  shall  he  in  force  from  and  after  the  first  day  of  June 
next.     Ratified  this  12th  day  of  March,  A.  D.  1881. 
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
